2.  For Facilities With Land Application of Sludge and No NPDES Permit,
Sludge Disposal Must be Permitted By a State Land Application System
Permit.
3.  For Facilities Without an NPDES or State Land Disposal Permit That Will
Haul to Another Facility, Sludge Disposal Will Be Included in the Construction
Permit for the Wastewater Treatment Facility.

Type of Sludge:  Sludge from Industrial Facilities With Either
Process Wastewater Only or Process and Domestic
Wastewater Combined.
Type of Permit:
1.  For Facilities With An NPDES Permit, Sludge Disposal Is
Included In the NPDES Permit.
2.  For Facilities With Land Application of Sludge and No
NPDES Permit, Sludge Disposal Must be Permitted By a State
Land Application System Permit.
3.  For Facilities Without an NPDES or State Land Disposal
Permit That Will Haul to Another Facility, Sludge Disposal Will
Be Included in the Construction Permit for the Wastewater
Treatment Facility.
